INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

MARQARETHA,”  Motor  Sail  Vessel,  Dutch. 

This  vessel  sailed  from  Cardiff  on  May  5th,  bound  to  Rabat 
(Morocco)  on  May  6th,  put  into  Mumbles  Roads  to  repair  defects 
in  machinery.  On  May  9th,  Joannes  Petrus  Smits,  1st  Mate,  and 
Jacob  Niewland,  1st  Engineer, were  reported  sick;  upon  examination 
by  o doctor  they  were  notified  to  be  suffering  from  Diphtheria  and 
were  immediately  removed  to  the  Borough  Isolation  Hospital  and 
the  vessel  was  fumigated.  The  men  were  discharged  May  24th. 

S.S.  “CLEVELAND,”  Norwegian. 

May  22nd,  information  was  received  by  telephone  from  the 
Barry  Port  Sanitary  Authority,  that  this  vessel  had  arrived  in 
Barry  Roads  that  morning  from  Torre  Annunziato  with  a case  of 
Small  Pox  on  board  which  was  immedktely  removed  to  the  Barry 
Small  Pox  Hospital,  all  the  members  of  the  crew  were  re- 
vaccinated, but  no  fumigation  of  the  vessel  had  been  carried 
out. 

The  vessel  sailed  immediately  for  Port  Talbot  and  arrived 
at  midnight  and  was  immediately  boarded  by  your  Assistant 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Dr.  Hellyer  and  the  Chief  and  Assistant 
Inspectors.  All  the  members  of  the  crew  including  the  Cardiff 
Pilot  were  examined  by  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
(Dr.  Hellyer),  and  were  found  all  well,  the  vessel  was  fumigated 
with  Sulphur  Dioxide  and  all  bed  linen  and  one  bed  burnt.  The 
vessel  was  kept  under  daily  observation,  on  May  24th,  three 
members  of  the  crew  left  the  vessel  and  proceeded  to  Swansea, 
the  names  and  addresses  were  immediately  sent  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  County  Borough  of  Swansea  as  being  Small  Pox 
Contacts. 

The  vessel  sailed  on  May  31st,  for  Reggio,  (Italy),  no 
further  cases  of  sickness  occured  on  board  and  no  other  member 
of  the  crew  left  the  vessel. 
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S.S.  “SNETIND,”  Norwegian. 

This  vessel  arrived  a.m.  tide,  September  30th,  from 
London,  and  was  visited  in  the  usual  way;  the  Master  reporting 
“ No  Sickness  on  Board.”  On  October  .3th,  notification  was 
received  that  Peder  J.  E.  Reite,  age  28,  Second  Engineer,  was 
suffering  from  Typhoid  Fever.  Owing  to  the  congestion  at  the 
Borough  Isolation  Hospitals,  he  was  removed  to  the  Swansea 
General  Hospital.  The  man’s  effects  were  removed  to  tlie 
Borough  Hospital  for  fumigation  ; the  vessel  was  fumigated,  and 
the  fresh  water  tanks  emptied,  cleaned,  cement-washed  and  re- 
filled with  clean  fresh  water  for  domestic  purposes.  The  man 
was  discharged,  cured,  from  the  General  Hospital  on  November 
18th,  and  I had  information  that  no  further  case  occurred  on  this 
ship. 

S S.  “ LIBRA,”  Swedish 

This  vessel  arrived  at  Port  Talbot  on  November  18th,  from 
St.  Nazaire,  and  was  visited  in  the  usual  way  ; the  Master 
reporting  “ No  Sickness  on  Board.”  On  November  21st.  notifi- 
cation was  received  that  Jacob  Grossins,  age  33,  a.b,,  w’as  suffering 
from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  He  was  removed  to  Cymia 
'ruberculosis  Hospital,  Neatli. 

On  November  29th,  notification  was  received  from  Dr. 
Tattersall,  Medical  Officer  in  Charge,  that  this  man  was  suffering 
from  Typhoid  Fever.  Owing  to  congestion  at  the  Swansea 
Borough  Isolation  Hospitals  he  was  removed  to  the  Swansea 
General  Hospital.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (VENEREAL  DISEASES) 

REGULATIONS,  1916. 

The  Clinic  for  treatment  of  Venereal  Disease  waa  opened  at 
the  Swansea  General  and  Eye  Hospital,  on  April  18th,  1917. 
Verbal  and  printed  information  of  this  treatment  is  given  to  the 
Masters  and  Crews  of  any  vessels  entering  the  Port  found  to  have 
any  case  of  Venereal  Disease  on  board. 

Leaflets  prepared  and  provided  by  the  Local  Government 
Board  giving  information  on  the  dangers  of  Venereal  Diseases, 
and  on  facilities  for  treatment,  are  also  supplied  to  the  crews  of 
vessels  arriving,  by  your  Insjjectors. 
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During  tlie  year  120  cases  of  Venereal  Disease  have  been  sent 
to  the  Clinic  for  tieatment. 

Up  to  the  present  time  no  arrangement  has  been  made  by 
the  Glamorgan  County  Council  for  treatment  of  these  cases  at 
Port  Talbot. 

INFLUENZA. 

The  Local  Government  Board  on  January  7tii,  1919,  issued  a 
General  Order.  The  Public  Health  (Pneumonia,  Malaria,  Dysen- 
tary,  etc.),  Kegulations,  1919. 

By  Art.  2.  These  regulations  are  to  come  into  force  on 
March  1st. 

By  Art.  4.  Notice  has  to  be  given  by  the  Local  Authority  to 
all  Medical  Practitioners  resident  or  practising  within 
the  district  of  the  Local  Authority  of  the  duties  imposed 
upon  them  by  these  regulations. 

By  these  regulations  Malaria,  Dysentery,  Trench  Fevei,  Acute 
Primary  Pneumonia,  or  Acute  Influenzal  Pneumonia,  are  made 
notifiable  diseases,  unless  they  shall  have  been  previously  notified 
within  a period  of  six  months. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  Influenza,  including  Pneumonia, 
reported  during  the  year,  is  f.6,  of  which  nine  terminated  fatally. 

MINISTRY  OF  FOOD  RAT  ORDER,  1918, 

“ The  Local  Authorities’  Food  Control  Order  1918 — 1919,’’ 
made  by  the  Local  Government  Board. 

In  order  to  carry  out  the  above,  your  Authority  appointed 
(^he  Chief  Inspector  as  Executive  Officer.  These  duties  will 
continue  under  the  ‘‘  Kat  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,’’  which 
comes  into  force  on  January  1st,  1920.

Sir, 

I am  directed  by  the  President  of  the  Board  of 

Agriculture  and  Fisheries  to  refer  to  the  Board’s  letter  of 
the  20th  December,  1917,  on  tlie  subject  of  the  suspension 
of  Article  2.  of  the  Foreign  Animals  Order,  of  1910,  and 
to  acquaint  you,  for  the  information  of  your  local  Authority, 
that,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  exceptional  conditions  on 
account  of  which  the  Board  suspended  the  operation  of 
that  Article  of  the  abooe  mentioned  Order  in  1917  are  now 
ceasing,  the  Board  have  decided  to  withdraw  the  suspension 
as  from  the  1st  July  next,  and  they  have  accordingly  made 
an  order  to  that  effect,  copies  of  which  are  enclosed.  The 
effect  of  the  new  Order  will  be  to  revive  the  prohibition 
of  the  bringing  into  a port  in  Great  Britain  of  cattle, 
sheep,  goats  or  swine  brought  from  a port  in  a scheduled 
country,  whether  carried  as  ship's  stores  or  otherwise, 

except  with  a licence  of  the  Board. 

It  will,  therefore,  be  open  to  your  local  Authority  to 

institute  legal  proceedings  in  respect  of  any  contraventions 

of  the  provisions  of  Article  2,  of  the  Order  of  1919,  which 
may  occur  in  their  district  on  or  after  the  1st  July  next.
